HE Hanging Committee of the Royal 
T Hibernian Academy is this year to be 
congratulated on a satis'actory exhibi- 
tion. It will be noticed that this exhibition 
it somewhat tm memoriam their deeply- 
regretted collearve, the late Sir William 
Orpen, The rules have been strained to admit 
of this tribute, but it will be weleomed by 
the public The interest of the eXhibition 
has been thus greatly enhanced, Apart from 
the display of Orpen’s work there is much to 
be content with in the works of living artists, 
chosen to show: forth our actual quality in 
sculpture, in all manner of painting, in 
drawing and design, 

Perforce a detailed notice of the show must 
be done sectionally. The larger part may be 
taken first. The Academy of 1932 ‘speaks 
well of our oil painters, demonstrating a 
level of merit measureable with the genius of 
other nations. Portraiture this year has 
exercised many brushes to the showing forth 
of distinguished personal notes in the pose 
and picturing of subjects. Landscape and 
genre painting are weil representea, with 
many a note of poetry and imaginative 
impress, of pervading unity and harmony ip 
the concept. 


ST. PATRICK, 


A principal feature of the show will be 
found in the three imaginations of incidents 
from the life of St. Patrick, composed at the 
request of the Haverty Irust. She first thu’ 


| meets the eye is that by John Keating (No. 


90), the other two are in gallery I1.— Nos. 
157 and 163, by Leo Whelan and Mar,aret 
Clarke 

Keating has sought to depict the tradition 
— St. Patrick lights the Paschal Fire at 
Slane.”’ His large canvas has three notes. 
St. Patrick holds the centre of the middle 
ground, robed im white, before a gorgeous 
banner, and is surrounded with holy men of 
calm aspect. The Apostle.is absorbed in 
prayer, while the Paschal fire blazes in 
gior‘ous wind-swept flame from the rocks rt 
their feet. On the left of this central group 
Gaelic chieftains mounted and men afoot 
raze in wonderment.

SPECULATION DISCOURAGED. 


While matters are in their present unsatis- 
factory state, the tendency is for available 
capital to go into eminently safe securities. 
There is no incentive to specelation; other- 
wise, we would not see so many railway 
securities standing at rubbish prices. We 
should not see Brazilian Government Bonds, 
for example, quoted at about a fifth of their 
par value, or Australian Government Stocks 
at prices giving exceptionally high yields for 
trustee securities, as they still are: The 
public have lost too much to enable them to 
indulge in the luxury even of speculative in- 
vestment, and, until there is a return of 
confidence in the ability of the world to 
emerge successfully from its present ordeal, 
the securities indicated will remain heavily 
depreciated, and the tendency of the others 
will be to appreciate further.

BURDEN OF INCOME TAX INCIDENCE. 


There is one other item in the accounts to 
which I would like to draw your special 
attention, and that is the sum of £217.416 
deducted from the surplus standing to credit 
of profit and loss account as appropriation 
for income tax. This enermous sum is income 
tax. which has to be paid upon the year’s 


profit of £82.926—more than two and a half | 


times greater than the total profit. An income 
tax of Ss. in the £ is a burden greater—far 
greater—than is imposed hy any other 
Government in the world. 
which puts Britain almost completely out of 
the running in competition for international 
trade. 
without exception every business is suffering 
& serious depletion of profits and has its re- 
sources frozen because of exchange diffi- 
culties and declining values, it is intolerable 
that the incidence of taxation compels 
struggling industrv to make cash advances to 
the Government of such magnitude. In the 
case of our company an income tax of 5s. in 
the £ on the prrofits shown in 1931 accounts 
is £20,732. After having paid that sem we 
heve to provide approximately a 
£200,000. abstracting it from industry at a 
time and ‘in circumstances when every ounce 
of energy is of vital necessity in the strngele 
to overcome depression and commercial 
stagnation. Perhaps our National Govern- 
ment will give this aspect of the nation’s 
welfare its consideration. 


ASSOCIATED EUROPEAN COMPANIES. 


In regard to Associated Ford Companies in 
Europe, you will be interested to know how 
they have been affected by what politicians 
call the “ economic blizzard.” 

The French company’s accounts are not 
yet published, but I have the authority of 
my colleagues on the Board of Ford 8.A.F.. 
Asnieres, to tell you that trading results for 
1951 will show profits, after all reciations 
and reserves, more than sufficient to pay a 
dividend similar to that paid last year— 
namely, 125 per cent.—if it were thought 
wise so to do. These profits have been 
earned despite the really abnormal increases 
in tariffs which have been imposed in 
France during the year 1931. 

Ford Motor Company A/G, Germany. com. 
pleted and opened during 1931 an ambitious 
manufacturing plant at Cologne. The final 
equipment of this factory coincided with the 
German collapse in June last. of you 
who have any acquaintance with conditions 
in the German Republic will understand that 
it has been inevitable to avoid substantial 
losses. The losses sustained by the German 
company. however, have not affected capital 
account ; indeed, the lezal and other reserves of 
the company, afler allowing for the accrued 
losses, stood at Sist December, 1931, at a sum of 
upwards of Rm.2,000,000. The loss has accrued 
principally -owing to forced realisation of 
stocks rather than in the course of normal 
reguiar trading. Thanks to the co-operation 
of Associated Ford Companies throuchout 
Europe a large proportion of surplus inven. 
tory was absorbed in foreign territories, and

MOTOR CAR TAXATION. 


Before I conclude I would like once again 
to refer to the subject of motor car taxation 
in this country. So long as motor car taxa- 
tion is calculated and imposed in the manner 
of present practice by this country, we can 
never secure any substantial volume of 
export trade. Motorists in this country are 
condemned to the use of less efficient motor 
cars merely because a dilettante bureaucracy 
will not face facts. In all history, with the 
possible exception of the liquor trade. there 
never has been any industry subjected to 
taxation of such magnitude and Govern- 
mental interference so reactionary as our 
industry suffers under the upkeep of il 
highways in this country, free use of whi-h
